Sounds of Rejoicing Pathetic. 

With all these terriiying districts 
fresh in their minds, the thousands 
on the Pont Royal, the greatest bridge 
in Paris, saw the waters begin to re- 
cede at noon. The sound of rejoicing 
was pathetic. Benumbed by the hap- 
penings of the past three‘days, the 
people awoke from their lethargy ani 
cheering like mad, poured off the 
bridge, and into the city to spread 
the good news.. 

The cheering ran along both banks 
of the Eeine; the celebration was car- 
ried into the outlying districts, tne 
word going*trom house to house, that 
the worst of the flood was over. 

In two Hours the rejoicing was 
changed to despair. The Seine had 
won back the two inches it had lost 
and was still rising. The army »f 
soldiers and laborers. damming the 
Opening in the parapet with stones 
and cement, took no part in the re- 
joicing. They stuck to their task all 
day long, working almost without 
hope but carrying out their orders.

when Halley's comet is nearing the sun 
and preparing for its pcrihelion swing. 

“But the two comets are pursuing en- 
tirely different paths, ant! the new ne 
is likely to be a far grander object than 
its well-known rival. Not enough is yet 
known of its orbit to enable us to say 
just what its future course will be, but 
its promise is so brilliant that the most 
surprising things may confidently be 
expected of it. 

Steals in Like Thief. 
is an interesting fact that it os 
possible for so great a comet to come 
to perihelion without previous detec- 
tion, stealing in like a thief. Before >t 
became visible, just before sunrise at 
Johannesburg, i! must have been coming 
up almost behind the sun, as viewed 
from the earth Then it passed the 
sun, and began to emerge in the even- 
ing sky. 

“It remains to be seen whether it 18 
like its predecessor of 1882, a member of 
a group of comets all travelling in the 
same path, or an entirely independent 
body. 

“It is evident, however, that its peri- 
helion must lie very close to, the sun, 
and it has probably swept through the

FRANCE BEING PUNISHED 
“FOR ITS PERSECUTION 


Of the Church Says His Holiness, Who 
Shed Tears in Referring to Dis- 
aster From Fioods to That Nation 
~Recei in Audience Sh hk 
ed Sailors of British Vessel.

Rome, Jen, 27—The pope received 
in audience today the mate and mem- 
bers of the crew of the British sailing 
ship Union. which recently, foundered 
on the Itaiian coast. 

Four thembers of the crew were 
drowned, but seven: swanr ashore and 
were tescued with difficulty. Among 
the Jatter was a Catholic named Rog- 
ers, who had known the pope in Ven- 
ice. Rogers described the shipwreck 
to his holiness and attributed his res- 
cue to ® vow he had made that he 
would fast on ‘bread and water week- 
ly during the remainder of his life. 
The pope presented Rogers with a gold 
medal, approved the vow he had made 
and said; “God aids his children who 
remember him in their misfortunes.” 

Referring to the floods in France, the 
pope added that he hopéd the people 
of that country would appeal to the 
Almighty, whose mercy is unbounded, 
and who is the only refuge in their 
present calamity. 

When he spoke of France, the pon- 
tiff shed tears, and said he prayed 
God to save it and avoid farther dis- 
asters which he declared were visited 
upon that nation as @ punishment for 
its persecution of the church.
